Departure of troops from Visalia 
California---What the Pecple 
there think of them---Other 
Military Items, 


“On Monday morning last, Co. I, 2d 
Cavalry, left for Benicia. The other 
three companies stationed here escort- 
ed them some distance out of town, 
and the martial array, together with 
the excellent music of the camp band, 
attracted quite a crowd to witness the 
While passing through 
town, the departing company suddenly 
halted, wheeled into line, and gave 
three cheers for the ladies of Tulare, 
three more for the Delta, and finished 
up with three hideous groans for “the 
Tulare rebels.” The citizens, who 
were assembled in crowds, shook 
hands warmly with the soldiers, and 
many a hearty “God bless you” was 
uttered. During their prolonged stay 
among us, these men have conducted 
themselves in such a manner as to win 
the esteem and respect of all Union 
men; and it was with feclings of sin- 
cere regret that our citizens witnessed 
their departure. Of course copper- 
heads and. traitors have said and still 
suy a good deal about “drunken sol- 
diers,” etc. ; but we venture the asser- 
tion that if eighty men were picked up 
at random in Tulare county, to-day, 
there would be among thei times 
as many noisy, quarrelsome men as 
there are in this Company, or indeed 
in any other which is or has been 
stationed at this Post. Company I 
was under the command of Lieutenant 
Levergood, Capt. Doughty being un- 
avoidably detained for a day or two.”

‘Companies G and D, 2d Cavalry, 
under command of Capt. Ropes, of the 
former, arrived at Camp Babbit, from 
Fort Tejon on Thursday last. The lat- 
ter company was for some time sta- 
tioned here, and the members were 


warmly welcomed back by ‘their old: 


friends. Co. G is composed of a splen- 
did looking set of men, and was raised 
in Sierra Nevada counties. Their re- 
cord is a highly creditable one, both 
to officers and men, from the fact that, 
after nearly three years service it still 
numbers 76 men—having lost but four 
men by desertion during all that time. 
When we consider how shamefully 
these men were deceived into enlist- 
ing by being promised active service 
in the East, and that instead of it, 
they have been stationed among the 
sage brush and rocks of Owens Val- 
ley, the number of desertions appears 
astonishingly small, and proves that 
the men are determined to do their 
duty to the country, notwithstanding 
that the country’s representatives fail 
in their duty to them. This Company 
carries with it a well selected library, 
with which to beguile the idle hours 
of camp life.” 


“Ts it not humiliating to think that 
the great State of California will allow 
her very best and most patriotic citi- 
zens to leave their homes and business 
and fight Indians and traitors for her 
protection, and all for the miserable 
pittance of about seven dollars per 
month. Shame! shame! And some 
otherwise sensible editors are contin- 
ually harping on the fact that the State 
has given the “munificent” sum of 
half a million to the Sanitary Fund! 
We venture the assertion that there 
is not another free State in the Union 
(except Oregon) which has given less 
than $5,000,000)in one way or anoth- 
er, since the war broke out.”

Postal Affairs Again, 

We publish with pleasure in another col. 
umn, a Card from the acting Postmaster at 
Fort Bridger, on the subject of delinquent 
mails. We are utterly at a loss to account for 
the constant non-receipt of the Vedette at 
Posts in this Territory. The Postmaster in 
the city assures us that he posts our papers 
for Bridger every day, in the St. Joseph or 
Denver sacks. @f these are what are termed 
‘brass lock ’’ bags, he might as well put them 
in the bottom of the Jordan, as such sacks are 
not opened at any way office. We can hardly 
think that this is the case, as the Postmaster 
here is certainly aware of that fact. What, 
then, becomes of our papers, we cannot for the 
life of us determine, and should like to have 
a little light. The Postmaster at Bridger is 
our personal friend. He isa gentleman in 
whom all who know him have the utmost con- 
fidence ; who understands his business thor- 
oughly, and was never known to neglect a 
public or a private duty. We don’t believe 
he does so, now, but unless there is some 
strange misunderstanding as to the-eonduct 
of the mails somewhere, we cannot fathom the 
riddle—yet. 

In the one case of Lt. Conrad, we have 
been apprised that he was under orders to 
proceed to this Post forthwith—consequently 
have withheld his papers, and have delivered 
them to him since bis arrival. And here is 
qgnother mystery: On the Ist of February 
Special Order No. 11, directing Lt. Conrad to 
proceed forthwith to Camp Douglas from 
Bridger, was issued and mailed at the Salt 
Lake City office. That Order was never re- 
ceived at Fort Bridger, nor has yet been heard 
from. Subsequently Lt. Conrad was ordered 
here by telegraph, and arrived Saturday 
night. Now, we would like to know what 
has become of that letter containing the or- 
der. Was it placed in a “brass lock,” and is 
it at Denver or Atchison, or on its winding 
way to the Dead Letter Office at Washington ? 

It is surely bad enough for our subscribers 
to lose their papers, but when important mil- 
itary orders cannot with any surety be en- 
trusted to Uncle Sam’s mails, it is high time 
for somebody to do something to remedy the 
evil.

Editor Daily Union Vedette, Dear Sir :—In 
your issue of the 6th inst., you state, “if the 
Postmaster at Fort Bridger will only open 
these bags every day, (the Denver and St.

If however, he allows the 
bags to pass his office unopened, our papers, 
intended for Bridger, will go on to Denver or 
St. Joseph.” 

This, if trne, would be a very lucid explana- 
tion, and no doubt satisfy your subscribers at 
Fort Bridger ; but every officer and enlisted 
man at this Post, knows that every iron-lock 
sack for both Denver and St. Joseph passing 
this office is opened and their contents care- 
fully examined. 

To-day, every officer and enlisted man at the 
Post received their Vedette of the 5th and 6th 
inst., except Lieut. Geo. D. Conrad ; his was

Hong Kong papers of the 21st De- 
cember do not mention the sale of ves- 
sels to Jeff. Davis, which were fitted 
out in England for China. They say the 
Chinese Government repudiates the 
bargain, which its agent made for the 
vessels, with Mr. Osborn, the agent of 
the British Government, on the ground 
that the instructions were exceeded. 
Instead of furnishing river flotillas, 
which were intended, Osborn brought 
a fleet sufficient to guard the entire 
Chinese coast, composed of expensive 
vessels far too large for river service; 
moreover, the owners’ agent, Mr. Long, 
entered into an engagement with the 
officers and crew, involving a great 
outlay without, authority. After the 
first refusal, Osborn went to Pekin, 
making there every effort for the ac- 
ceptance of his steamers, but in vain. 
The Chinese Government preferred to 
forfeit the advance already made. Os- 


born consequently returned to Shang- 


hae, registered the vessels as British 
vesscls at the consolate, and des- 
patched them, part for England and 
part for Bombay. 

The Hongkong Press of the 15th of 
December, says they have all left cre

Constitution : 

ArticLe 13th, Section Ist: That 
neither slavery or involuntary servi- 
tude, except as punishment for crimés; 
whereof the party shall have been duly 
convicted, shall exist within the United 
States or any place subject to their 
jurisdiction. 

Section 2d: Congress shall have the 
power to enforce this Article by ap- 


| propriate legislation.
